\\ S far back as the decade between 1850 and 1860 the f ir.st or- 
ganization of graduates was accomplished when the McGill 
University Society was formed. This was a forerunner of the 
Graduates' Society of McGill University which was brought 
fnto being by a general meeting of most of the graduates of that 
time, held in May 1876, which resulted in a constitution and 
by-laws being adopted. This society was incorporated by an 
act of the Quebec legislature in 1880, under it.s present name. 

In the carly;.,day.<5, an annual reception was held in Molson 
Hall on the ÎBÏrtKday of the Founder of the University, which 
event came to be known as the-Founder's Festival. Every year 
on the, evening of the Arts convocation a graduates reunion 
dinner Avas held.

PRAISES ADVANCES 

Typhoid Epidemic Casts Dis- 
credit on Any City 
of Importance 

''An epidemic of typhoid fever in a 
community botrays either Ignorance or 
Incompetence or downrl^^Iil linavery" 
remarked Ur. .Meakins, riofeaaor of j 
Medicine at McGill, in the course of 
an address on "ncccnl Advances In 
îledlclnc" beforo tho St. .lames Liter- 
ary Society last night. 

Dr. MeaUlna first spoke of tho new 
science of incvcnlltivo serums which 
has grown up In tho last fitly years. 
It is only within the present century 
that diphtheria and scirlet fever, those 
two dread maladies of ichU^hpod, have 
been conquered. tSrcat strides, have 
n.lKi been made In overcoming diseases 
such as syplillis and dysentery. In 
which the effects ten or twenty years 
later arc the most serious. 

Tho speaker then turned to general 
diseases, such as rabies and malaria. 
In wiiluli tho object is to eliminate the 
cause, rather tlian to euro tlio in- 
dividuals uffcrer. tjuftlciont proof of the 
conquest of malaria and yellow fever 
has been given in tho coiistruction of 
tho I'anama Canal, which ^ould have 
been impossible without the nid ot 
modern medicine. 

Another hugo .idvanco has been 
made In the field of metabolism. As 
inioat any man in the street • ktiowa, 
w I! liavo now a set ot vitamins, dls- 
tlMsiilslied by the letters ot th'o^ al- 
phabet, the lack of any one ot .which 
has serious ami sometimes fatal re- 
sults. 

There aro many ills caused by or 
char.ictcrlxcd by a defect In somo 
gland, for example, diabetes, per-

To The Graduates 

Wq a])proach the task of extending 
a welcome to the graduates who are to as- 
semble tonight in the Union with some 
trepidation. Most of them will be digni- 
fied gentlemen now, of assured position, 
and our own feeble undergraduate words 
seem hardly adequate for the task. In 
.sliort, we, together with probably the 
greater part of the student body, regard 
the graduates as very awe-inspiring Per- 
sonages indeed, who descend from tlieir 
Iieights once every year to enjoy an eve- 
ning in college atmosphere. 

Looking at the gathering tonight, it 
will be hard for those undergraduates who 
may be present to realize that next year, 
or the year after, or at least within a 
comparatively small number of years, they 
themselves will be graduates. This transi- 
tion from student carelessness to the more 
mature outlook is one of the most complete 
and sudden changes which we are called 
upon to face in life, and for this reason, 
if no other, it is always difficult to im- 
agine what lies on the other side. 

If we have to find a moral in the 
Graduates' Reunion beyond the sentimental 
and natural desire to return to student at- 
mosphere for a night, we might point to 
the bond which unites McGill's degree 
holders to the University and keeps them 
returning year after year until old age 
has done its work. The four years spent 
here leave a mark on everj' individual. No 
graduate steps through the Gates with a 
degree to forget all about the place as soon 
as possible. He car;'ies something with 
him which keeps him in line with certain 
traditions which he can never entirely 
shake off. It is impossible to lose the 
mark of the University. As undergradu- 
ated we are now in a maleable form, re- 
ceiving daily the impress which wc shall 
carry with us forever and which will be 
the talisman bringing us back again and 
again to reunions sucn as that being held 
tonight. 

McGill graduates are to be congra- 
tulated not only on their loyalty l)ut also 
on the manner in which tliey express it. 
At other instit.utions we read that certain 
things cannot be done because that. power- 
ful and fearsome body, the Alumni, object. 
The graduates there seem to dictate rather

• ' It has been amply proven that "fa- 
miliarity breeds contempt", but it is not 
often brought home to us in a personal 
way. A voice has recently made itself 
heard in our midst, decrying a lot of things 
of which older students take little or no 
notice. 

We who have been at college for a 
longer period, have lost our first reveal- 
ing impressions, in the narrow rut of 
every-day college life. The fine things 
and the abuses with which life at the Uni- 
versity abounds, have become part and 
parcel of our daily existence, and we pass 
up unnoticed, if we are not completely un- 
aware of the conditions by which wc are 
surrounded. 

But every now and again, some un- 
spoiled and enthusiastic newcomer enters 
our halls, burning with zeal and awake to 
every detail of his new surroundings, and 
is î^ruck by the manifold abuses among 
which we more hardened veterans are con- 
tent wander blissfully along.

nicicus anaemia, and 'Addison's dis- 
ease. These arc all yielding; to modern 
methods, and in many cases complete 
cures have been effected. 

Dr. Meakins also pointed out tho 
use of radium In the euro ot cancer, 
and tho work dono in special in- 
dustries like lead-niininE lo ollinlii.ito 
harmful elements from tho labourer's 
life. Another development of ^major 
importance is the education of the 
public In health matters. The benefits 
of this can bo seen in the decilniiis 
deatli-ruto for tuberculosis. 

Ill (.'losing, tlic speaker reniinded his 
audience that thcro aro still tremend- 
ous fields for research. To nanio but 
a few, cancer, arthrilis, and heart- 
disease arc crying out for solution, and 
he who can eolvo their mysteries Is 
doing an incalculable good to man- 
kind.

Probably (he most liuiiortont con- 
tribution wiilch tli.o Graduates' So- 
ciety has made lo tho prestige of .Mc-

at tho University. Flvo compancs of 
Infantry were raised ns reinforcc- 
nicnls in the Princess Particia's Cana- 
dian Light Inf,antry. Ijxter the USlh 
Battalion ot Infantry was raised 
Other units which wero raised by 
graduates, thoiigli periiaiis with not 
such closo co-opci-atlon with tho Gm- 
diialcs' Society itself, wcic the .McUli!

In 1919 tho Society sotllod down 
Bgain,..to. a.cadcmic interests, and cs- 
tabllshed its work liy the ajipolntmcnl 
of a porni.'uient sccietar.v, and by a 
revision ot the constitution. In this 
year "Tho McGlll Kéws" mado lie 
appearance as tho qual-tcrly magaz'nr 
oC the Or.iduatcs' Society. It has con- 
tinually functioned as a means ol 
keeping tiio graduates iti touch with 
University affairs. 

Tho revised constitution was altu:d 
to make the Society ns briad as pos- 
sible, so thrt graduates resident In 
all parts ot the world would l)c num- 
bered in its ranks. IJninch i>oi.lotics 
wore formed In several cities in Can- 
ada .and tho United Stales ns a. means 
of bringing McGill graduiitos together 
in these cenlrcs. Recognition ot ll'.o 
Interest which llio giadualcs tako in 
University affairs was given by the 
Board of Governors to tiia Gradual;!!' 
Society in 1920, «inco when thrco of 
ttie Governors aro elected to thdt 
body by the Graduates' Society. Like- 
wise Ucprescntativo Follows aro 
elected to tho Corporation oC llio 
University by tho Graduates, rcprc- 
senlativo graduates being elected for 
each of tho faculties and for sevct-al 
districia in Canada. Ileprcscntativcs 
ot the Society also act on btlialf of tho 
Graduates on tho Athletic Board, and 
the Advisory Board of tho Students' 
Council, 

SInco tho end of tho 'War more out- 
standing achiovemcnts of tho Gradu- 
ates' Society Includo tho rnlsins of 
nearly a Sllllion Dollars among the 
graduates in 19:i, at tho llmo of the 
centennial celebration of tho univer- 
sity's foundation, Jii tho aame year n 
very successful graduates* reunion 
was held, which ■was repeated with 
similar gucucsb In 1920.

?70,(foo and Its Incoiiio has made pos- 
.«Iblo the cstn;blishmciit ot tho JIcGllI 
Graduates' Lectureships. Tho first of 
theso lectures will' be given in March 
1931 by IVofessor ^^^ G. S. Adams o; 
Oxford University; 

At tlio present time llio I'Jniploy- 
nicnt Uuicau for gradiialna ami past 
students is being enlarged, lo talto 
caro ot present conditions. For somf- 
years this Bureau has operated with 
adyunlugo to McGill men nnd woinon, 
and It Is expected that this year tha 
Bureau will prove ot very welcome 
assiatanco to many of them. 

In ilontreal tlioro are two local 
branches of the Society, which aro 
active In their own spheres — tho 
Aiumnao Society, consisting entirely 
of women graduates,— nnd the Monl- 
leal Branch Society which includes all 
McGill graduates in Montreal and its 
vicinity.
